A RBPUBUCAN SPEAKS OUT IN 
MEETIN'. 
In diaciiaalnff tbe Army bill Wednee- 

day Con^'resptnan McCall. of Maneachn- 
lette, biinaeU a liepublican, ecored the 
Hanna-.McKiiiley Pbilippine policy, and 
incidentally' disclosed eome finures nhow- 
vnf. tbe enormoua coat of the army, 
coupled witb tbe pension syatem. 

Altbongh tfmperate in language, he 
was plain rpoken in bis warnings of tbe 
dan^'erH which lay ahead cf tbe Govern- 
ment if a colonial policy waa peraiated 
ia, says a tpeeial. He aleo eritioiied 

technically several feistiires of the bill, es- 
pecially that lodging in tbe President dis- 
cretion to expand or reduce tbe aiie of tbe 
army at will. In concludinit be likened 
the unconquerable spirit wbicb opposed 
our sway in tbe I'biiippines to that of 
Wasbington at Valley Forge. Love of 
independence, he said, "was tbe noblest 
heritage of tbe human heart. ' lie de- 
clared tbat the United Slates should im- 
mediately give tbe Filipino people hon- 
orable assurance that they aboold bave 
a goTemment of tbeirown. 

Mr. MoOall taid aaeb a grant of power 
could not he paralleled in the constitu- 
tional monarchies. It was not confer- 
i^d with any iimiution as to time. Tbe 
bill proposed a standi lit; nriny of 100,000 
men. 8uch a number, he said, was not 
needed. 

"A temporary provision should be 
made for^tbe Philippines, and tbe char- 
acter of the hill made it important to 
diacnsa what tbe ultimate policy of the 
cooDtry witb reference to the army 
should be. The Government should 
have declared at tbu outset a policy in 
the Pbilipplnea almilar to that declared 
in Cuba. Oar aystem of government 
was manifestly unfit for a colonial policy, 
and that propoaltion baa been ao fre- 
<|Uently discueeed that he would con- 
sider the practical question whether it 
was for our intereat to remain in tbe 
Philippines. There vat no community 
of interest between tbe people of those 
islands and the' United States, and they 
were almoat as far as the poles asunder. 

"No advocate of reUining the Pbil- 
i|)|)ine8 had been daring enoii>;h to 
maintain tbat tbey should be a part of 
oar political aystem. In fact tbe great 
argument in favor of the principle Of the 
Porto Uican tariff was tbat if wo OOlUd 
apply tbat principle tn Piorto Rico we 
could not retnin the I'lii^pfiiues. I'pon 
what theory," he at'ked, "are we to re- 
main in tbat country'? 

"The motive that had been most 
wi lely put forth wa.s that it watt for our 
advantsge, and especially oar pecuniary 
advantave. Asa part of the cost of this 
policy we are to include tbe greater ez- 
penae under this bill, which is the first 
bom and legitimate ofbprinx of the pol- 
icy. 

'Those who compare our standing 
army with tbe standing armiea of Ku- 
fope nanallf are careful not to compare 

tbe lelativo costs. The French army 
ooata tl3S,000^ a year, the (ierman 
1180,000,000. the Brititb 9100,000,000 and 

the Russian $1,53,000,000. These figures 
include pensions and fortifications. If 
tbia bill paaaea the War Department will 
need 1113,000,000. 

"There is another cost not included in 
these figures, which ia a neoeaaary inci- 
dent to an army and as much a part of 
ita coat as the pay of the soldiers- -that 
is the pension system. We are appro- 
priating for tbat purpoie $145,000,000 a 
year. Our total charges, therefore, for 
military purposes are about $2(10,000,000 
per year-an amount greater tban tbe 
Joint military expenaea of thoae two 
armed rivals, France and Germany." 

In conclusion, Mr. McCall pleaded that 
in dealing with the Philippines we pur- 
sue the American precedenu, and said : 

"The time has come when we can 
frankly declare our purposes. Lat us 
give Uiese people those aasurancea which 
onr history inspires."
